On Tuesday, a talk on Music of 
Africa will be held ht the Ballroom 
at 8 pm. The lecture will be given 
by Andre Rossinger, a design en- 
gineer and ethno-musicologist with 
a special interest in the cultural 
and musical history of Africa.

During the week, panel discus- 
sions of professors and diplomats, 
a model United States of Africa 
Parliament, and a banquet-dance 
will also be held. 

"This week," said Ifcgwu Eke, 
President of the African Students 
Association, "the emphasis will be 
on democracy in Africa, Africa's 
relations with the United Nations, 
and the Model United States of 
Africa Parliament" He outlined 
the three aims of Africa Week:

Out of the available GO scats in 
the liouse, the Liberals iiave secur- 
ed 28, receiving 840 votes. The 
Progressive Conservative Party ran 
second with 480 votes, which gave 
them sixteen seats in the house. 
Tlie New Democratic Party, in its 
second appearance on campus, 
gathered a relatively large number 
of votes, 289, and gained 10 seats. 

The Congress Towards Canadian 
Maturity received 121 votes and 
four seats, while the League For 
Nuclear Disarmament came last, 
receiving the two remaining scats, 
with 69 votes. 

Out of the 1867 votes, only 62 
were declared invalid, which is less 
tlian last year's number. The Fa- 
culty of Law was the only faculty 
which did not have any void 
ballots. 

CLEAN ELECTION 
Steve Lippcr chairman of the 
Steering Committee, declared this 
election to be the cleanest that has 
been held so far. He stated that 
there were no stuffings of the bal- 
lot boxes or chcatings of any kind. 
"This is the most respectable and 
honest campaign yet," he said. 

All parly leaders said they were 
pleased both with the large turn- 
out at the polls and the fairness 
and honesty of the voting. Claude 
Harari, leader of the Progressive 
Conservative Party, said, "This is 
the cleanest campaign I have ever 
been associated with." 

Stan Cytrynbaum, a spokesman 
for the Liberal Parly, stoted that 
their party has received the largest 
proportional victory in five years, 
considering that there were then 
only two parties and there . arc now 
sbc. 

Since the liberals do not have 
a majority, Cytrynbaum stated, it 
is possible that a coalition will be 
formed with one of the other par- 
lies. He proposed CTCM as the 
most likely party, since they pos- 
sess the necessary four scats in 
order to make the government a

majority one, and since their plat- 
form agrees quite closely with that 
of the Liberals. 

MAIN ISSUES 

Cytynbaum pointed out that 
there are several' main bills which 
will most likely be presented dur- 
ing the three sessions. These In- 
clude economic and trade policy, 
national unity with regards to Bi- 
lingualism, and unemployment. " 

Harari said he was pleased with 
the large number , of votes,' and 
stated that the Progressive Conser- 
vative party had increased their 
total vote by 60%. He remarked 
that the PC's have gained six scats 
in the House. 

David Lochhcad, president of the 
New Democratic Party, noted that 
he was very pleased that his party 
got 50% more voles than last year. 
He said that this showed a grow- 
ing trend towards the newly form- 
ed party. 

"The reason that CTCM did not 
have more votes was that they did 
not have the large amount of pu- 
blicity which the other parties en- 
joyed," staled Robert Prinsky, lead- 
er of Congress Toward Canadian 
Maturity. He proclaimed that his 
parly's lack of publicity was due to 
its non-affiliation with a national 
party, and he declared CTCM's 
budget to be three dollars and forty 
eight cents. 

GOVERNMENT FUNDS 

Lipper stated that the supply 
of government funds to certain 
parlies was disadvantageous in that 
the students might feel they arc 
not gelling a campus party. "But," 
hè said, "the clubs give ideas to 
the national parties and the stu- 
dent body generally derives benefit 
from listening to the speeches of 
the parliamentarians during the 
campaigns of these parlies. 

"Three sessions give more time 
for discussion of various debates, 
and they provide a chance to carry 
out the true parliamentary pro- 
cedure," remarked Lipper in refe- 
cncc to the three sittings to be 
held on February 1, 2, and 3. He 
further noted that if a bad bill is 
brought up during a session, there 
will still be time to introduce 
other and perhaps more important 
ones.. '■ ;= 

STUDENTS biSSATISFIED

Good On You, EBIen 

To a sfudent at university, impatient with the 
seeming sloth and indifference of the outside world, 
the actions of government must often appear tainted 
to the point of moral degeneracy as these govern- 
ments struggle between their consciences and their 
Gallup Poll ratings. 

It is accordingly a moment of high excitement 
when one or another of our levels of government 
finally strikes out for a worthy cause. 

The announcement Friday, by federal Citizenship 
and Immigration Minister Ellen Fairclough, strikes us 
as one of those memorable occasions. Starting Feb- 
ruary 1, the basis for admitting' prospective new immi- 
grants to Canada will be shifted from country (and 
colour) of origin to training and level of skills. Under 
the new regulations, the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America will be able to compete for the pri- 
vilege of becoming Canadians on the same basis as 
white Europeans. 

This will not, of course, mean that vast numbers 
of non-Caucasians will suddenly come flooding to 
the promised land. In the first place, most of the Afro- 
Asians, having just obtained the opportunity to govern 
their own countries, have no particular desire to trans- 
fer their loyalties to a new country, however attrac- 
ive a homeland Canada might appear. And again, 
as former Citizenship Minister (now opposition critic) 
Jack Pickersgill has pointed out, the new regulations 
replace the old colour restrictions with new categories 
which will effectively curtail the flow of surplus, un- 
skilled labour. 

The important point remains that the new basis 
of discrimination is one which can bé supported in 
good conscience by any Canadian. If a man desires 
sufficiently to become a Canadian, he can acquire 
the skills and training that will enable him to find 
employment here and thus qualify himself under the 
new rules for admission. But, under the old system, 
what could a man do about the colour of his skin 
or the country of his birth ? 

With another criticism levelled by Mr. Pickersgill 
Jn the House, we have no sympathy. The new rules, 
he charged, would create an administrative night- 
mare. Perhaps, but if the elected government is to be 
prevented from doing what is clearly proper and 
correct because of inconvenience which might accrue 
to the paid civil servants a gross distoift{()h of demo- 
cratic government has occurred. 

When. civ][ servants or other public servants, 
begin to believe'that they, and not the MP's, have the 
responsibility to make the policy decisions then the 
proper operations of government break down. 

If the long delay in publishing these new regu- 
lationslwosi caused by, objections from within the 
bureaucracy then we congratulate the government on 
finally asserting its rights. 

The new regulations are excellent as far as they 
go but they should not be regarded as the final 
word. Among other changes in this field which should 
be put into effect is the end of the discriminatory 
regulation that forbids overseas students taking sum- 
mer jobs to help cover their expenses while studying 
at Canadian Universities. 

We congratulate the government for its bold 
action in the immigration field and we hope this will 
encourage other steps in those areas of particular 
interest to University students.' 



Our Stake la The UM 



The fate of the United Nattons, the sole guardian of International peace and security, 
hangs In the balance as we enter 1962. When the Genera! Assembly recessed late last Decem- 
ber, It left three crises behind which now overshadow its future, poised for the kill. 



First, there is much crilicistn 
of U.N. intervention in the Con- 
go. Second, India's defiance of 
the charier by launching aggres- 
sive action against Goa, an action 
which went undecricd and un- 
punished by the entire Afro- 
Asian bloc^nd vWhich was arro- 
gantly defended 'by India delega- 
te, C.S. Jha.' He announced that 
India would have her way, 
"Charter or no Charter, Council 
or no Council." This shooic the 
U.N. to its core. 

Third, the U.N., heavily subsi- 
dized by the United States, has 
been unable to collect its assess- 
ments from some countries. Tho- 
se nations who disagree with the 
U.N. intervention in the Middle 
East and in the Congo have refu- 
sed to pay their assessments for 
these wars. As a result, the Uni- 
ted Nations, for some time, has 
been on the verge of bankruptcy. 
It has recently resorted to the 
undignified expedient of launch- 
ing a $200 million bond issue, 
$100 million of which has been 
picked up by the U.S. 

Vague Voters 

Eight hundred million people 
have been freed from colonialism 
since the end of the World War 
II. As a consequence, the U.N. 
has accepted a flock of new na- 
tions, each with one vote, many 
of which do not even vaguely 
understand the meaning of de- 
mocracy or the intricacies of in- 
ternational politics. 

A numerically strong, mercu- 
rial and patentially perfidious 
Afro-Asian bloc has developed in 
the U.N. General Assembly in 
the past year. Not one nation in 
this bloc voted to censure India 
in the Goa affair. They regarded 
the matter as a victory of the co- 
lored Indians over the. 'colonial' 
Portugese in. Goa. The General 
Assembly appears to be dividing 
along color lines, a potentially 
explosive situation. 

Importcmce 

Britain (which failed to sup- 
port Congo intervention)- and so- 
. me ultra-rightists in the United 
States, seriously question the 
U.N.'s merits. The world- organ- 
ization has many faults, but the 
salient factor is that it is still 
the sole agency of world-wide, in- 
ternational co operation and the 
sole international forum. This 
merit, in a world in which Inter- 
national co-operation and under- 
standing on any level is vitally 
important, more than justifies 
the U:N:'s existence. 

If we are to regard ourselves 
as responsible citizens of the 
world, me must realize that we 
shall have to assume the world's 
challenges and problems in the 
near future. For this reason, the 
progress and fate of the United 
Nations is our vital concern. 

Adlai Stevenson, well aware of 
the dangers threatening the 
U.N.'s existence, left this thought 
with the delegates before the 
Christmas, recess: "1 hope all 
members will use the present 
recess to tliinic hard about ways

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Bindra Explains Advantages 
Offered By Teaching Machines

"With the aid of teaching machines, it is possible to complete a course In only 10 
lectures" said Dr. D. Bindra in a lecture last Friday to the Psychology Club.

The basic principle involved in 
this "so called" machine movement 
is selMnstruction. Therefore, ' the 
machine plays a comparatively mi' 
nor role. Questions arc arranged 
in a logical, progressive|;manner 
and the same inforniatioii^may be 
Used in numerous contexts. The 
machine is similar to a private 
tutor in that it encourages a com- 
plete understanding of each point 
before progressing and it hints 
and prompts the correct answers. 
ADVANTAGES 

The programme is scientifically 
set so that 90^95%'^of the partici- 
pants will answer the questions 
correctly on their first attempt 
The information is analytically 
presented in small, clear- doses. 
Questions and answers follow im- 
mediately enabling, the student to 
absorb the new kiiowledge "with 
complete elimination of memor- 
ization". 

Over the period of a year as 
much woric is covered through the 
"programming method" as through 
the "traditional method of lectu- 
res". However, the student works

at his own pace and "the business 
of being left behind is eliminated" 
said Dr. Bindra. "In the classroom, 
after losing one important point, 
the rest of the lecture is generally 
useless." 

This new system may • l>e pre 
scnled through two media : ma^ 
chines and booklets. Dr. Dindra 
maintains that, "Although there is 
no difference between the profi- 
ciency of the two at the High 
School and University level, there 
are certain advantages to the ma- 
chine." On the machine, there is 
no temptation to "cheat" at the 
question and à more precise rec- 
ord of each student may be kept. 
Children find the machine intri- 
guing and at this level hardware 
may be helpful, although it is 
never essential. 

COMPARISON OF METHODS 

"It is generally agreed that the 
present system of education is no 
good, although traditional" .stated 
Dr. Bindra. In the .new method, 
the task of the student is to think 
out the answers, thus producing 
active participation. In a lecture, 
a student has a passive attitude. 
During a 50 minute lecture, he has 
learned only how to take notes. 
In a small conference, active dis- 
cussions are theoretically possible 
but are discouraged as the stu- 
dents are not well enough inform- 
ed about the subjccL Regardless 
of how the student is equipped, the 
majority of the time must neces- 



sarily be allotcd to teaching facts 
which could have be covered by 
the programme. 

Answers to the questions are 
given, thus providing an imme- 
diate feedback and consequently 
a motivation to continue. Texts are 
not so designed. In cases where 
exercises follow a chapter, such a 
great amount of work has been 
covered and the exercises appear 
so involved that they tend to dis- 
courage the student 

MOTIVATION 

According to university stand- 
ards, "a student either has it or 
not and should be self-motivated 
by the time he has become college 
material". However, the Interest 
of a student in his subject does 
have to be aroused. This may be 
achieved in various ways by the 
instructor. Professors may serve as 
a model of competency but this is 
dangerous. If competency is to be 
achieved, a genuine interest rather 
than a desire to imitate the Profes- 
sor must be gained. There also may 
arise on the part of the student a 
desire to do well only , to be loyal 
to the teacher. "This is abomin- 
able" exclaimed Dr. Bindra. 

Dr. Bindra suggest that a mech- 
anical program be adopted to teach 
the basis of first, second and third 
year courses. Thus the calibre of 
teachers would be raised. Lectures, 
however, are definitely necessary 
for discussion and to fill in new 
information.

Last Friday's Intercollegiate Hockey League match between 
the powerful Toronto Blues and a determined McGill Redmen 
contingent on the former's home Ice ended with a physically 
worn McGill team on the short end of a 7-3 score. This four goal
